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AMERICAN DECIMAL SYSTEM OF WEIGHTS FOR PAPER 


Thomas E. Donnelley, Chief of the Pulp & Paper Division of the War Industries Board, Recommends System 
Which He States Should Be Adopted During the Reconstruction Period—Mr. Donnelley Strongly Urges 
That a Conference Be Held Soon by Representatives of Paper Manufacturers, Paper Merchants, 
Printers, Etc., to Consider Ways for Adopting It. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., December 2, 1918—Thomas E. Donnelley, 
chief of the Pulp and Paper Division of the War Industries 
Board has just given out the following interesting data on the 
American decimal system of weights for paper: 

For the first time in its history, during the summer and fall 
of 1918, all paper making was centralized in the Pulp and Paper 
Division of the War Industries Board at Washington. The out- 
standing facts that have impressed themselves upon the heads of 
this division are, first, the great number of different classes of 
paper made and the magnitude of their tonnage; and second, that 
these many classes of paper have no common standard .of weights 
and that none of the many separate standards now in use have 
ever been reduced to the decimal basis for the sake of speed and 
convenience in figuring. 

We Americans are accustomed to laugh at our English cousins 
for stubbornly clinging to their cumbersome system of pence, 
shillings and pounds, and yet one can imagine the utter astonish- 
ment of one of our French Allies, should he attempt to unravel 
the much greater complications of our system of paper weights 
and measurements. 


Advantage of Substance Numbers 


The paper manufacturers and merchants have during the past 
two years established what is known as a system of “Substance 
Numbers,” or weights; i. ¢., have established the weight of a par- 
ticular stock size as the standard for weight for that particular 
class of paper. For example, in book papers, 25x38 has been 
adopted as‘the standard or basic size, and the weights in this 
size are known as the substance weights for book paper. Other 
stock sizes are made in weights equivalent to the weight of the 
standard or basic size. For instance, basis 25x38—S0 lb. in size 
28x42 weighs 62 Ibs.; it was formerly ordered 28x42—60, without 
regard to any standard. 

This standardization of weights is undoubtedly a distinct saving 
in paper manufacturing, and this saving is indirectly passed on 
to the printer and the public, for under this system, if an order 
does not “fill” the paper machine, the side roll can be cut into a 
stock size, as the thickness is standard. 

But a particular substance number or weight is applied to one 
class of paper only. Book papers, writing papers, cover papers, 
etc., all have their special substance numbers, or weights, and 
to-day there are the following thirteen different classes of paper, 
more or less commonly used by the printer, each with its own 
standard of sizes and substance numbers. This list does not 
include the many classes of pulp, binder and other coarse boards, 
or many paper specialties.

The “substance” used for one class of paper has no relation to a 
similar “substance” in another, and a weight that is substance in 
book paper does not apply as a substance in other grades, such as 
Manila, cover, or writing, etc. 


Present System Complicated 

The present system is complicated enough to the printer, but to 
the lay buyer it is a Chinese puzzle and often leads to serious 
misunderstanding. The basic sizes do not readily fix themselves 
in a layman’s mind. He cannot understand why a 50-pound, or 
No. 50 cover, and a 50-pound, or No. 50 book, should mean two 
different weights ; why a 50-pound, or No. 50 white wove envelope, 
and a 50-pound, or No. 50 Manila envelope, are not the same; 
or why bonds and fine writings should be designated by different 
standards. Even old buyers of printing are confused. A pub- 
lisher using a 31x41 paper speaks of it as 60-pound paper, some- 
times to designate the basis of 25x38—60-pound, and sometimes 
to designate that the 31x41 sheet itself weighs 60 pounds to a ream. 

The present system is also complicated as to the process of 
figuring ; increases the cost of estimating and checking, and greatly 
increases the chances of error. To find the weight of a sheet 
31x41 on the basis of 25x38—60, four distinct operations are 
necessary—31x41 must be multiplied; 25x38 must be multiplied; 
the product of 31x41 must be multiplied by 60, and the result 
divided by the product of 25x38. 

Under the present system, a purchaser buys his paper by the 
five hundred count and, in converting it into books, catalogues, 
letterheads or business cards, sells it by the thousand count. This 
causes not only a constant clerical effort in translating five hun- 
dreds into thousands, but there are few printers of experience who 
have not been embarrassed at some time, either by their own or 
their competitors’ errors in figuring half the amount of paper 
necessary. 

How the System Was Developed 

The system known as the “American Decimal Standard of 
Weights for Paper” is the result of a growing conviction in the 
minds of the various section heads of the Pulp and Paper Division 
that the present manner of figuring weights and measures in the 
paper industry is archaic, complicated and laborious. This system 
has been developed by receiving the suggestions from many dif- 
ferent minds that have given thought to this question, and has 
been subjected to criticism from the leading paper manufacturers, 
merchants and users who have, from time to time, come to Wash- 
ington as members of the various War Service Committees of 
the pulp and paper industry. There has developed no valid 
criticism, except that such a system would involve the expense to 
period there might be some duplication of stocks in the paper 
warehouses. 2 


Description of the System 
The following is a description of the system: 
The ream is entirely eliminated, everything being figured by 
the thousand sheets. 
The standard of size is 1,000 sheets of paper 1 inch square, 
and the number of thousands of a pounds such 1,000 sheets weigh, 
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js the substance number of any particular piece of paper. For 
example, a paper of No, 125 ‘substance would mean that 1,000 
sheets of that paper 1 inch square would weigh .125 pounds, and 
if we should desire to find the weight per 1,000 sheets of any 
given size, as 25x38, we would first multiply 25 by 38 = 950, to 
find the number of square inches to the sheet. If 1,000 sheets 


1 square inch weighed .125 pounds, then 1,000 sheets, 950 square 
inches, would weigh 950 times .125 pounds, or 118.75 pounds. 
Should we desire to find the weight of a sheet size 42x61, we 
would multiply 42 X 61—=2,562 square inches, by .125, equaling 
320.25 pounds, or, eliminating decimals, 320 pounds per thousand 
sheets. (Continued on page 26)

In This Connection the Matter of Asking for Yearly Contracts 
to Begin in June in Place of in March Is Being Considered 
—Pulp & Paper Division of the War Industries Board 
Is Informing the Trade That With the Lifting of All 
Priorities on Coal, Labor and Material, the Pledges 
Required Duting the War Period Have Been Automati- 
cally Released—Recommend Additional Trade Customs.

WaSsHINGTon, D. C.,, 1918.—It is understood 
that the Committee of the _ Joint Com- 
mittee on Printing is considering the advisability of 
ing paper for the Government Printing Office on the open 
market for a while longer. If this should be done the matter of 
asking for yearly contracts to begin in June instead of March is 
being considered. There is no law to prevent this being done 
and the paper experts feel that with the market in the present 
state advantageous bids would probably not be received. Nothing 
definite has yet been decided on this matter and the committee 
will present to the Joint Committee not later than December 9 
paper specifications with recommendations, which will probably 
include a statement asking that the bid 
until June.

Paper Pledges Released 

The Pulp & Paper Division of the War Industries Board is 
sending the following notice to paper manufacturers, merchants 
and distributors: 

“With the lifting of all priorities on coal, labor and material 
the pledges required during the war period are automatically 
released.” 

Present Functions of War Trade 

Speaking of the functions of the War Trade Board for the 
present and immediate future, Vance C. McCormick, chairman, 
said to-day: 

The War Trade Board has a function to perform until the 
peace treaty is signed. Under the terms of the armistice the 
blockade of the enemy countries is maintained, and the control 
over exports and imports is to be exercised. 

Sufficient tonnage must be conserved by this control to supply 
the needs of our two million troops overseas to guarantee them 
all possible protection and bring them safely home. There must 
be protection assured our Allies, and the distressed and needy 
nations of Europe in the matter of supplies. When this work 
has been done international trade can be quickly restored. Pend- 
ing that time, I have every confidence that the patriotism and 
justice of the American people will have them exercise patience 
until these vitally important plans are worked out and normal 
trade is resumed. 

In the meantime, the War Trade Board, in co-operation with 
the Allies, is relaxing just as far as possible every restriction 
which does not conflict with the above policy. 


Army Policy Regarding Cancellations 

The Secretary of War authorizes the following statement: 

Where it becomes necessary in the public interest to discontinue 
the production of supplies or materials which are no longer needed 
for the Army, negotiations for prompt settlement of contracts will 
be undertaken by the War Department, in a spirit of fairness and 
helpfulness to all concerned. It is expected that contractors will 
in their turn undertake to furnish in the manner prescribed, 
definite statements which will facilitate prompt payment of the 
obligations of the Government. 


An erroneous impression prevails in some places that the re- 
sponsibility of reductions or cancellations of contracts rests in 
the War Industries Board. This is not the case. The War 
Industries’ Board is endeavoring to bring together the various 
purchasing departments in order that a common policy may be 
adopted. The War Department is the principal in the matter of 
its adjustments, though it may, when it seems desirable, advise 
with the War Industries Board, or other Governmental agencies, 
on matters of general policy. 

To prevent too violent dislocation of industry, fr m the stand- 
point of both employee and employer, accumulations by the War 
Department of either raw materials or finished products will be 
distributed when and where the liquidation of such supplies will 
least interfere with the return of industry to normal conditions, 


Additional Trade Customs Recommended 


The Pulp an* Paper Division of the War Industries Board has 
the following to say about the lifting of additional restrictions: 
TO MANUFACTURERS OF ENVELOPES: 

Regulation No. 48 is hereby lifted, but we recommend that 
the following be adopted by manufacturers of envelopes as trades 
customs : 

1. BASIC SIZE 

All envelope papers shall be manufactured on 17x22 substance 
numbers. 

2. SUBSTANCE NUMBERS

3. COLORS 

The manufacture of all colored, commercial, official, open side 
and open end envelopes shall be limited to six colors and white; 
the colors shall be the standard colors adopted by the manu- 
facturer of the paper. 

4. PACKING 

(A)—Drugs, pays and coins, in sizes up to and including size 
No. 3 coin, i. ¢., 21%4x4%%, shall be boxed 1,000 envelopes to a box. 

(B)—Commercial, official, open end and open side envelopes 
shall be packed 500 envelopes to a box, and the maximum length 
of box for 32 substance and lighter shall be 15 inches. 

Our recommendation and endorsement of the above is based 
upon the benefits derived from their observance during the war 
period and the belief that efficiency and production will be in- 
creased by their continuance. 


TO MANUFACTURERS OF BOOK PAPERS: 

Regulation No. 43 is hereby lifted, but we recommend that the 
following be adopted by manufacturers of book papers as trades 
customs: 

1. STOCK SIZES 

The following are established as trades customs stock sizes for 
book papers:

Rolls may be manufactured in a size of either dimension express- 
ing a stock size sheet or a multiple thereof, in quantities of not 
less than one ton.

2. SUBSTANCE WEIGHTS 
The following are established as substance weights for all grades 
of book papers containing less than 75 per cent of ground wood: 
25x38—30, 35, 40, 45, 50, 55, 60, 70, 80, 85, 90, 100, 120, and 150. 
SUBJECT TO THE FOLLOWING REGULATIONS: 


Uncoated book papers in weights lighter than substance No. 30 
and heavier than 100-lb. may be manufactured in quantities satis- 
factory to the mill. 

Coated book papers in weights lighter than substance weight 
No. 50 and heavier than 150-lb. may be manufactured in quantities 
satisfactory to the mill. 


3. SPECIAL SIZES 
Any orders for other than a stock size, i. e., a size not specified 
above, must be for not less than five tons of a size and must be 
made in a substance weight and must be for one delivery. 


4. SPECIAL WEIGHTS 
(A)—Orders for any weight in other than a substance weight 
may be manufactured in quantities of not less than ten tons of 
one size and one weight and for one delivery. 
{B)—Coating mills may order the odd sizes and weights neces- 
sary for their finished products, but such finished products must 
conform to the regulations established for same. 


5. PAPER FOR EXPORT 

All paper for export shall be plainly marked and _ labeled 
“MADE IN THE U. S. A.,” and we recommend that each branch 
of the industry design an attractive label to be used by American 
paper manufacturers on all export business, so that there may be 
uniformity in the appearance of such export markings. 

Our recommendation and endorsement of the above is based 
upon the benefits derived from their observance during the war 
period and the belief that efficiency and production will be in- 
creased by their continuance. 


Trade Customs for Envelopes 

The Pulp and Paper Division announces the formal lifting of 
Regulation No. 48, established October 1, 1918, governing the 
manufacture of envelopes. At the same time, however, the 
division recommends that the following provisions be retained 
by the manufacturers themselves as trade customs, owing to the 
benefits derived from their observance during the war period 
and the belief that efficiency and production will be increased 
by their continuance. 

1. BASIC SIZE—AII envelope papers shall be manufactured 
on 17x22 substance numbers. 

2. SUBSTANCE NUMBERS.—The following substance num- 
bers are established for envelopes:

17x22—16, 20, 24 
Writings 24, 28, 32 
Ledgers 17x22—20, 24, 28, 32 
No. 1 and No. 2 Rag.... 17x22—20, 24, 28, 32

Manila 17x22—16, 20, 28, 32, 36, 40 and heavier 
Jute-Rope 28, 32, 36, 40 “ vs 
Unbleached Sulphite ... 17x22—16, 20, 28, 32, 36,40 “ "

3. COLORS.—The manufacture of all colored, commercial, 
official, open side and open end envelopes shall be limited to six 
colors and white; the colors shall be the standard colors adopted 
by the manufacturer of the paper. 

4. PACKING—(A): Drugs, pays and coins, in sizes up to and 
including sixe No. 3 coin, i. ¢., 24x43, shall be boxed 1,000 en- 


velopes to a box. 


(B): Commercial, official, open end and open side envelopes 
shall be packed 500 envelopes to a box, and the maximum length 
of box for 32 substance and lighter shall be 15 inches. 


May Close War Industries Work January 1 


Although no official announcement has been made by the War 
Industries Board, the story has been printed heré and not con- 
tradicted that B. M. Baruch, chairman of the War Industries 
Board, has handed his resignation to, the President to become 
effective January 1. Officials of the War Industries Board as 
well as Mr. Baruch are thoroughly convinced that the work of 
the board will have been completed at that time, and Mr. 
Baruch is not asking to be relieved of his duties until he is 
assuréd that everything has been done for American industries 
that can be done. It is entirely possible that a few men will 
still remain in Washington for some time after January 1 to do 
any cleaning-up work that may be necessary. 


Restrictions Off of Tissue Paper 


The Pulp and Paper Division of the War Industries Board 
announced to-day that all restrictions in the manufacture, con- 
version and uses of tissue and toilet papers are removed. 


Want News Print Restrictions Continued 


While no official announcement has yet been made in connec- 
tion with the news print recommendations which have been made 
to the War Industries Board by newspaper publishers that the 
present restrictions be continued until February 1, it is under- 
stood on very good authority that this does not meet with the 
approval of officials of the board. 

It is believed that the War Industries Board will probably be 
entirely abolished by February 1. It seems probable, therefore, 
that the restrictions will be left on until about January 1, instead 
of February 1 as suggested by the publishers. 


Circulation and Advertising Statistics 

Attached are tables gathered by the Government showing the 
circulation and advertising statistics of publishers using news 
print and book paper for the month of October, 1918. 

Total figures show a slight decrease over September in the 
percentage of returns, free copies, “overs” and “arrears” of 
publications using news print paper. 

Some of the farm publications using news-print and the for- 
eign language newspapers show very high percentages of ar- 
rears, one of the latter being as high as 83 per cent. Only a 
very small number of publications showed more than nominal 
percentages of returns, overs and unpaid and service copies. 
These were mostly advertising mediums in the nature of house 
organs. 

More column inches of advertising were reported for October 
than for September both by newspapers and magazines. 

The percentages on the totals of returns, unpaid and service 
copies, overs and arrears for publications using book paper 
were about the same for October as for September. 

Some of the individual periodicals and magazines still continue 
to show high returns. The returns for five well-known weekly 
magazines averaged more than 21 per cent. The returns for five 
well-known monthly magazines also averaged more than 21 per 
cent. The unpaid and service copies of three monthly magazines 
averaged more than 23 per cent. Only a few periodicals and 
magazines showed high percentages of arrears and and these 
were chiefly class, trade, and church publications. 

The attention of publishers is called to the fact that the 
making of monthly reports to the Federal Trade Commission 
is not affected by the reports required from time to time by

Rag Classification Adopted by the Writing Paper Manufac- 
turers’ Association and the National Association of Waste 
Material Dealers, Effective November 15, 1918— 
Recommended That Where a Description of Any Grade 
Is not Available, the Material Is to Be Sold in the Speci- 
fied Sample—Should Be Free from Paint, Grease, Oil, 
Silk, Wool and Other Foreign Materials. 


The rules governing the purchase of rags are to be those em- 
bodied in the Trade Customs issued by the National Association 
of Waste Material Dealers and approved by the Writing Paper 
Manufacturers’ Association. 

There are certain general rules which should apply to all grades. 
Rubber, for example, in any form, is a distinct menace to the 
manufacture of good paper, and it should be generally under- 
stood that rubber is not permitted in any of the packings of rags 
to be used for the manufacture of writing paper. 

All grades, new and old, must be free of rubber, leather, wool, 
silk, paper or muss, unless otherwise specified. 

It is recommended that where a description of any grade is 
not available, the material is to be sold on specified sample. 

Other general specifications which should cover all grades of 
rags unless they are sold strictly on representative samples are, 
that they should be dry, free from paint, grease, oil, silk, wool 
and other foreign materials. 

Old Rags—Specifications by Grades—Extra No. 1 
White Cottons 

Large, clean white cottons, free of knits, ganzies, canvas, lace 
curtains, collars, cuffs, shirt bosoms, bedspreads, new cuttings, 
stringy or mussy rags. 

No. 1 White Cottons 

Clean white cottons, free of lace curtains, ganzies, and canvas. 
Need not be as large as Extra No. 1 White Cottons. Must not 
contain mussy or stringy rags. 

No. 2 Whites 

Soiled white cotton, free of dump rags, street rags, scorched 
rags, paint, greasy rags or oily rags. Also free from button strips 
and seams from higher grades of whites. 

Mixed Whites 
should contain at least 40 per cent of No. 1 Whites and not more 
than 60 per cent of No. 2 Whites. They must not contain any 
of the material prohibited in the grades of which they are com- 
posed. Ps 
Street Whites 

should be soiled white cottons from street or dump collection. 
They are likely to contain some *foreign material resulting from 
the manner in which they are collected, but they must be dry. 

Twos and Blues 
should be rags of strictly house collection and should ‘consist of 
No. 2 White Cottons and Light Blue Checks and Prints. They 
should not contain the seams or buttons taken from higher 
grades of whites, nor should they contain dark blues of any de- 
scription. They should not contain old corsets, small pieces of 
new rags’or rags smeared with paint, oil or grease, nor should 
they contain any scorched rags.

PAPER TRADE IN CHICAGO 
IS FAIRLY SATISFACTORY 


Jobbers Report An Improved Demand from the Printing In- 
dustry Which Was at Low Ebb During the Greater Part 
of the War—Demand for Catalogues Has Caused a Con- 
siderable Improvement in the Request for Book and Coated 
Papers—J. W. Butler Paper Co. Issues Interesting 
Booklet on ““What’s Going to Happen?’’—Printers Dis- 
cuss Prices—General Trade News.

Cuicaco, December 2, 1918—The general condition of the paper 
trade of the city continued satisfactory last week. Owing to the 
fact that the week was broken by the Thanksgiving holiday many 
members of the trade were out of the city, and the volume of 
business transacted during the week was possibly a little less than 
what it would otherwise have been had it not been for the vacation 
coming in the middle of the week. Prices remain firm in spite 
of the fact that there is a good deal of talk among the jobbers 
about lower quotations. None of the large mills are withdrawing 
their prices, nor are they showing any disposition to withdraw 
them in the immediate future. The changes in prices which have 
been made during the three weeks since the armistice was signed 
have been insignificant. The jobbers report an improved demand 
from the printing industry, which was at a low ebb during the 
greater part of the war. The demand for catalogue and all book 
and coated papers is keen, price evidently being a secondary 
consideration. 
issue a catalogue because of the war conditions, now wish to get 
before their customers at the earliest possible moment. The 
prospects of an improved holiday trade on account of the end 
of the war are good, and this means a better demand for wrapping 
paper, holly paper, waxed paper and similar grades. The revival 
of the confectionery trade, on which restrictions have already 
been removed, is predicted. The trade takes lace papers, embossed 
papers and a considerable quantity of glazed paper and paper boxes. 


Discuss Long Price List 

At a meeting of the Franklin Typothete of Chicago held last 
week a number of representative paper jobbers of the city were 
present for the purpose of discussing the long price list. This 
has been a matter of debate between the paper houses and the 
printers for a number of years, and now it seems that at last the 
matter is about to be definitely decided. The printers have 
objected to the paper houses allowing their customers (the 
printers) to buy their paper stock direct from the paper dealer. 
Some shrewd buyers of printing have been able to effect a con- 
siderable saving by doing this, while the printers have raged over 
the situation, declaring that the printer is the true retailer of 
paper, and that paper dealers ought not to try the wholesale and 
retail game at the same time. Fifty-six printers, all of them 
representative of the business of the city, signed the agreement 
at the meeting, and the paper men present agreed to sign up the 
paper dealers in a similar manner. It was stated that the senti- 
ment throughout the city among the paper dealers is that the 
printers are right, and that they should have protection in their 
prices from the paper jobbers. 

An Interesting Booklet 

The J. W. Butler Paper Company, one of the best-known 
jobbing houses of the Middle West, has issued an interesting 
booklet, entitled “What’s Going to Happen?” The booklet bears 
the date November 19, 1918, and discusses the transformation of 
the paper business from a war-time to a peace basis. This booklet 
has sub-heads, as follows: “Effect of the War on Paper Industry,” 
“Government Needs,” “The New Order,” Pledges No Longer

Required,” “The Available Supply,” “The Threshold of Pros- 
perity,” “Are You Prepared?” “Our Position.” 

“In an analysis of the available supply of paper certain facts 
must be borne in mind,” the booklet goes on to say. “Through the 
entire war period there has been a persistent knock at the door 
of our market from foreign fields. The foreign demand has never 
been satisfied. Lack of shipping facilities precluded the possibility 
of meeting the situation. Vast tonnage of paper has remained on 
the docks of Eastern ports waiting for the ships to transport it. 
This condition will obviously improve and before long the paper 
industry of this country will take its proper place in international 
trade. The gradual let-up in our Government’s needs will help to 
relieve the situation, which it appears will dovetail nicely with 
the increasing consumption at home due to accelerated business 
activity and the pressure of foreign trade. 

The booklet has been sent out widely to the printing houses 
of the country, which are just at present very much interested in 
learning the true state of the paper market of the country,

While It Is Proposed to Start With But 1,500 Returned 
Soldiers, It Is Expected That This Will Be But a Small 
Fraction of the Number of Returned Men Who Will 
Ultimately Be Associated With This Unique Canadian 
Enterprise—Company Will Be Interested in the Sale of 
Pulp Wood, and Will Probably Eventually Have Pulp 
and Paper Mills of Its Own—Lumber Men’s Congress. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


MontTREAL, Que., December 2, 1918.—The remarkable scheme 
mentioned in these notes last week, under which a company has 
been formed in British Columbia with the object of launching 
1,500 soldiers in the lumber business, is attracting much attention 
in the press here. Associated with Sir Douglas Cameron and 
Thomas Meredith in the enterprise is R. W. Gibson, of Victoria, 
head of the Beaver Lumber Company, one of the largest retail 
lumber concerns in Canada. The authorized capital of the Re- 
turned Soldiers’ Co-operative Lumber Company is $10,000,000, 
and the paid-up capital $1,500,000. The company has secured an 
option on eight large, modernly equipped saw-mills in British 
Columbia at a nominal rent for three years, and which have a 
capacity of 150,000,000. feet yearly. Timber limits aggregating 
5,000,000,000 feet have also been secured at New Alberni, Port 
Moody, Pingston Creek and Moyle. It is the expectation of the 
originators of the proposal that while starting with 1,500 returned 
soldiers in the business this will be but a small fraction of the 
number of returned men who will ultimately be associated with 
the enterprise which, they assert, under the plans they have in 
view, should not only be a highly profitable one for every man 
connected with it but will be an industry eminently suited for the 
particular requirements of returned soldiers. 

Briefly outlined, the plans of the Returned Soldiers’ Co-opera- 
tive Lumber Company are as follows: The $1,500,000 worth of 
paid-up capital will be subscribed by the 1,500 returned soldiers, 
each soldier taking $1,000 worth of stock. The mills will be 
operated on a co-operative basis, the soldiers having full part in 
the management. 

The men will live in community settlements and will draw the 
current rate of wages paid in the lumbering industry. Forty per 
cent of the wages of each man will be reserved and held in his 
name for a term of years for purchasing more stock in the com- 
pany or for disposal otherwise as he sees fit. In lieu of the 40 
p. c. wages held in escrow for the man; however, he will receive 
practically free rent, water, light and fuel, as the company will 
own all of its own houses. Moreover, the organizers of the 
company state that each man will be saved 25 p. c. of his living 
expenses, as the men will run their own stores, everything in 
which will be sold at cost price. 

“What is perhaps more of consequence to the success of the 
business than anything else,” says Mr. Meredith, “is that the 
most comprehensive and largest lumber sales agency in America 
will be organized with returned men in complete charge and 
with offices at Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and other large cen- 
ters in Canada and the United States where necessary. This 
will eliminate brokers and provide a market for the lumber. 

“Another thing,” continued Mr. Meredith, “as far as the Re- 
turned Soldiers’ Co-operative Company is concerned the question 
of A-iatic labor in the lumbering industry is settled, for the re- 
turned men will do all the work at the mills and in the camps 
themselves.” 

The company will, of course be interested in the sale of pulp- 


wood, and will probably eventually have pulp and paper mill 
its own.

Lumbermen Merged During Congress 


The Canadian Lumbermen’s Association, which assembled in 
Montreal a few days ago for a directors’ meeting, added con- 
siderably to its membership roll during the course of the day, 
owing to the decision of the Eastern Spruce Association, which 
also happened to be holding session here, to merge with the first 
named body. This was decided on at a joint luncheon which the 
two associations had, over which Sir William Price, the head 
of Price Bros. & Co., presided. The union was cemented by the 
Canadian Lumbermen’s Association’s acceptance of the invitation 
of the Eastern Spruce Association to hold their next annual 
meeting at St. Johns, N. B., the headquarters of the latter body. 
A further resolution was adopted in favor of requesting the 
federal and provincial governments to give all possible assist- 
ance in solving the transportation problems—both rail and ocean 
—which now confront the lumbermen; also asking these govern- 
ments to establish sufficient credit to finance the important oper- 
ations which are expected in connection with overseas trade. 


W. G. Power presided. 
Laurentide Power’s Record Earnings 


The Laurentide Power Company, a subsidiary of the big 
Laurentide paper concern, has issued a statement showing that 
for the ten months of the current fiscal year the earnings 
amounted to $720,911, compared with $536,230 in 1917, an in- 
crease of $184,681, or 34.4 per cent. After the deduction of'all 
expenses there remained a surplus balance of $281,211, a gain 
of $120,236, as compared with the same period of last year, or 
74.6 per cent. The indications are that for the full current year 
the surplus earnings will be upwards of $350,000. On the Oc- 
tober showing the company is earning at the rate of 4.3 per cent 
on its capital stock, against a rate of 3.2 per cent for the earlier 
portion of the year, and less than 2 per cent for 1917. This is 
regarded as remarkably good, considering that the company is 
only beginning to get into its stride. It is thought that a mod- 
erate-sized dividend will be inaugurated next year. 


Long Sault Weir Only Temporary 


All doubts as to whether the proposed weir to be erected at 
the Long Sault by the St. Lawrence Power Company will be 
proceeded with now that hostilities have ceased have been dis- 
sipated by the announcement that work on construction 
started immediately permission was given by the International 
Waterways Commission, and that the weir is now practically 
completed. The weir, it will be remembered, was allowed to. be 
erected, on the ground that it was an urgent war necessity. The 
International Waterways Commission has now issued a statement 
defending its action, pointing out that the principle dominating 
the permission is that the approval is merely for a term of five 
years, “or until the termination of the war.” 

“The order goes further,” the document proceeds, “and ob- 
liges the applicant to remove the weir at the expiration of the 
period specified. There does not therefore seem to be any ground 
for the fear expressed by Hon. Mr. Guthrie, in his argument be- 
fore the commission, that ‘if it goes in it will never come out, 
for it must come out unless the commission on a new applica- 
tion, and after hearing all parties interested, allows it to be re- 
tained. If the applicant builds the weir it can build only as a 
temporary structure.”

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TRADE IN PHILADELPHIA 
CONTINUES RATHER SLOW 


Better Feeling, However, Among the Paper Trade Than There 
Has Been as Some Factors Are Arising Which May Make 
It Expedient for Buyers to Place Orders Sooner Than 
Was Expected—Mills Appear to Be Well Supplied with 
Paper Stock and Demand in Consequence Is Inactive— 
Demand for Rags Is Not Sufficient to Establish Prices— 
General News of the Trade. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


PHILADELPHIA, December 2, 1918—While there was manifest 
last week and to some extent still continues a disposition to 
postpone the placing of orders for paper, hoping for better prices, 
the bad effect has been offset by the increasing knowledge that 
there is likely to be severe freight congestion in the near future. 
The consumer, therefore, is confronted on the one hand by the 
rather shadowy possibility that prices will decline; on the other 
by the possibility that he will not secure stock unless he places 
orders immediately. The tendency, therefore, is to place the 
orders to insure certainty of supply so far as foresightedness 
can secure it, and the result is that business is booming along 
right merrily. 

So far as paper stock is concerned the dealers report a fair 
business. It is true that mill demand is not active just now, but 
that is due to the fact that months ago the mills bought up 
everything in sight and they still are well supplied. Not much 
stock is coming into the warehouses and, therefore, there is no 
congestion. Rags are absolutely quiet; the mill demand is almost 
nil and not enough trading is being done to establish prices. 


Men of the Simon Walter Co. with the Colors 


Six members of the Simon Walter Company, 305 Cherry street, 
are with the colors and Mr. Walter, who incidentally is a City 
Father and an influential member of the Finance Committee of 
Councils, is of opinion that the firm’s record is creditable. The 
humblest but not the least enthusiastic volunteer was the office 
boy, Benjamin Silverman, 17 years old, who is in Wissahicken 
Barracks, Cape May, N. J. Thomas Rosenfelt is another youth 
who ‘is in the Navy. He is at Paris Island with the Hospital 
Staff. Nathan Epstein, who served as the firm’s stenographer, 
is in the Navy. The salesmen who went with the colors are 
Charles Kahn Kamsler, just commissioned lieutenant with the 
315th Infantry, “Philadelphia’s Own,” which did heavy fighting 
in France: Arthur Schonberg, who has just arrived in Cuba, in 
the Radio Department, with the Marine Corps, and Harry 
Crouthammel, who didn’t quite succeed in enlisting, although he 
tried hard.

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MILL WORKERS AT HOLYOKE 
COMPLAIN OF SLACK TIMES 


Estimated That About 500 Union Employees Were Idle Most 
of Last Week Because of a Lack of Orders—Offcials of 
Eagle Lodge, However, State That the Slack Period Will 
Not Extend for More Than Two Weeks—Large Export 
Orders, It Is Believed, Will Make Up for the Lack of 
Demand in the Home Market—Requests for Mill Workers 
Said to Have Been Received From Other Cities. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxke, Mass., December 2, 1918.—Because they thought they 
were being discriminated against by the paper manufacturers, the 
union employees in the various local paper milis laid off because 
of the slackening of business, called a special meeting on Thanks- 
giving Day, to canvas the situation. Following the meeting the 
Paper TRADE JOURNAL’s correspondent learned that about 500 
union employees in the paper mills in this city were idle the big- 
gest part of the past week. Some of the officials of the Eagle 
Lodge, local union, state that the present lack of business at the 
paper mills is but temporary, and that in the near future, prob- 
ably a fortnight hence the most of these workers will have re- 
turned again to full time. Whether or not this condition will re- 
sult is difficult to tell at this writing, but it seems hardly likely that 
in such a brief time conditions can readjust themselves to the ex- 
tent that all of the mills will be running full. The workers make 
this prediction an early return of greater activity because of their 
anticipation of a large exporting trade. Filling orders for paper 
products for foreign countries they contend will keep the mills 
running to capacity for many months. 

At this meeting it was also announced that from reports gath- 
ered from other parts of the country the paper industry seems 
to be enjoying fairly good conditions, and that a number of re- 
quests had been received by the local union for mill workers in 
other cities. It was also openly stated that unless the work be- 
came steadier, many of these local expert paper-makers would 
remove with their families to other cities where more steadier 
employment coulld be obtained. 

The Thanksgiving holidays failed to cause th epaper-makers 
any inconvenience. Previously a holiday in the middle of the 
week meant a serious interruption in the trend of business, but 
just now with orders greatly fallen off, these holidays have been 
more than a bit welcome. . Many of the mills suspended opera- 
tions on Wednesday night until this morning. 


Minor Strike at Linden Division 

With the end of the war and a lull in business, the time for 
minor, yet nevertheless troublesome strikes seems to have arrived. 
Last week the women ragroom workers of the Linden Division 
of the American Writing Paper Company walked out of the 
plant declaring they had struck. The action it was stated was 
for the alleged failure of the company to pay the prescribed rate 
of wages. The rate for ragroom workers is $14.00. The trouble 
has now been adjusted. 


Better Business Expected Soon 


Despite the fact that the decrease in orders has brought the 
volume of business down to half the figure it was just prior to 
the time when the first signs of weakening were first noticed, 
every indication points to the fact, local paper making authori- 
ties declare, that there will be a big rebound and when that re- 
bound comes, the wheels in the machinery at the many local 
paper mills now stilled in many departments will be grinding 
out paper again. 

The falling off in orders was first noticed just before the close 


of the war. This is attributed to the uncertainty of the Govern- 
ment regulations. These were revised time and time again so 
that both the manufacturer and merchant. found it almost im- 
possible to take note of all the revisions. So aggravated became 
this condition, that at the ge orders began to slow up and drop 
off. With the cessation of hostilities uncertainties grew, so that 
now one is watching the other, and the volume has decreased 
to half of what it was three or four months ago when the mills 
were running far above normal. At one period the Paper TRADE 
JouRNAL’s correspondent reported that the American Writing 
Paper Company was operating 190 per cent normal, which is 
90 per cent above a high average. 

The abbreviated demand for paper, local manufacturers are 
assured, has left the stocks of the merchants in a badly depleted 
way, and what remains is now rapidly diminishing. So there 
is bound to be an improvement and this may come soon. 

The exporters are on their toes all the time. They are ship- 
ping out of this country as much paper as possible under the 
circumstances, the only thing retarding this being the lack of 
shipping facilities. With ships under government supervision 
export shipments are materially limited. 

The great rebound is expected late this month or soon after 
the first of the year. 


American Writing to Issue Statement 


Announcement was made at the offices of the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company this afternoon that the next meeting of the 
executive committee of the company would be held in this city, 
this week Wednesday. .. 

This is in keeping with the intention of the committee to hold 
such meetings here quarterly,-so that each executive of this big 
company, even though living and doing business in distant cities, 
may be kept in intimate. touch with the policies of the company, 
and the conditions as they exist here. The last meeting was held 
here in September. The committee also holds weekly discus- 
sions in New York. 

Those who are expected to be present at the Wednesday 
meeting include Walter T. Rosen, chairman of the Board of 
Directors, Henry Evans, Otto Marx, Harry B. Lake, and Presi- 
dent George A. Galliver. 

Following the executive meeting a general meeting will take 
place at which the heads of the different departments will be given 
an opportunity to make reports. 

One of the chief problems that will probably come up for dis- 
cussion at this session is the reconstruction problem. The Ameri- 
can Writing Paper Company not unlike other large paper manu- 
factories has been hit a severe blow in the big business depres- 
sion and ways and means of relief will be sought. President 
Galliver is now busy at work preparing a statement on the con- 
ditions as they affect his company, and the various departments 
of the company have been asked to furnish statistics. The re- 
port will not be ready for publication until ten days hence and 
will be published in full in the columns of the Paper Trapde 
JOURNAL.

DECIMAL WEIGHT FOR PAPER 


(Continued from page 9) 


The same substance number would designate the equivalent 
weight, whether it were book paper, cover paper, writing, or 
Manila. As stock weights would probably be even substitute 
numbers, such as 70, 80, 90, 100, 120, 140, etc., the weight of any 
odd size would readily be found by the simplest multiplication, 
and there would be no confusion in the mind of the customer 
because 

First—The system is readily explained and easily understood; 

Second—There is but one substance number for the same weight 
of stock for all classes; and 

Third—There would be no confusion between the substance 
number and the actual weight of the stock, as the substance number 
is a basic unit and not the weight in pounds of some stock size 
used as a standard. 

The following table gives substance numbers in round figures, 
carried through the various classes of paper. The lower figure is 
the weight per ream of 500 sheets. All fractions have been 
eliminated. See table on page 9. 


Great Advantages of the System 

To sum up, the great advantages of the American Decimal 
Standard of Weights for paper are: 

1. It will eliminate the necessity of reducing reams to 1000, 
and any error that might result. 

2. It mikes unnecessary the acquiring of technical knowledge 
of the various sizes by men new in the business, and is easily 
understood by the layman.

Considerable interest has been expressed as to what disposition 
is to be made of the 60,000 tons of news print paper which it was 
said was held at the Harmsworth Mills. It is stated that part of 
this is to go to England and the remainder is to be sold in the 
United States. According to a reliable authority the first shipment 
of this paper was received in this country last week. 

It is understood that no shipments are to. be made of paper 
other than what is sold before it is shipped, there being no present 
intention of stocking any of this paper in any United States port 
with the thought of selling it after its arrival here.

custom. The case in which this question is concerned is one 
brought by the Ecclesiastics of the great Seminary of St. Sul- 
pice, reputed to be the richest institution in Canada, and pos- 
sessing rights granted by French monarchs in the olden days, 
against the Iroquois Indians, in regard to cutting wood in the 
Seigniory of the Lake of Two Mountains. In a judgment ren- 
dered by District Magistrate Carrier, Grand Chief Joseph Ga- 
briel Kenvatosel and Tribesman Stephen Etienne were con- 
demned to pay a fine of five dollars each, with costs, for having 
cut wood in the Seminary’s forests. In rendering the judgment, 
his Honor said that the Seminary were the owners, by express 
statute, of the land where the wood was cut, and this has already 
been upheld by all the courts, up to the Privy Council in Eng- 
land. He held, therefore, that the Indians had no right to cut 
wood on the property. It was announced on behalf of the tribe, 
that the decision would be appealed immediately. 


Canadian Paper-Making Machinery 

Good progress is reported to have been made in the project for 
manufacturing paper-making machines in Canada, and the pro- 
ject is developing so fast that it is. said it will result in one of 
the largest foundry and machine shops in Canada. The pro- 
moters of the project have not yet made any public announce- 
ment, but the news has gone around that they have already re- 
ceived orders on which to set to work, once they are ready. 


Want Pulp Mills Started 

The Port Arthur City Council and the Port Arthur Board of 
Trade are co-operating with a view to getting a start made on 
two big pulp-mill projects on the north shore of Lake Superior. 
J. J. Carrick, of Port Arthur, was awarded the Pic River con- 
cession, consisting of 1,400 square miles of timber in the Thunder 
Bay district, and Sam Marks, of Nipigon, was awarded the 
Black Sturgeon River limit, consisting of 1,000 square miles. 
Under the terms of the contracts the successful bidders were 
to erect pulp mills within three years from the dates in 1916 
when the concessions were made. These mills were to have a 
capacity of 100 tons a day. The successful bidders were also re- 
quired to expend $200,000 the first year, $350,000 the second year, 
and the remainder during the third year on the enterprises. So 
far nothing has been done.

Everyone is vitally interested in “coal conservation.” Times 
like these bring out the broad range of usefulness found in the 
facilities provided by the modern manufacturing organization. 
The following suggestions for saving coal used for boiler furnaces 
will be instructive and helpful: 


Fireman 


The conditions in boiler plants show that operators must be 
trained in the combustion of fuel. Specialization is as much needed 
for the highest efficiency in coal burning as in any other work. 
Building up the standard of intelligence in the boiler room in- 
volves no disparagement of this kind of work. Opportunities 
should be offered for an intelligent understanding of the principles 
involved in order to acquire and maintain a high standard of fuel 
burning. 

Combustion Engineers 


In the past few years a number of engineers have specialized in 
the combustion of fuels and boiler room operation. Wherever 
there is a difficult fuel problem it will be found good practice to 
obtain engineering advice. 


Smoke Prevention 


Emission of black smoke from stacks is a sure indication of 
waste. Prohibiting this smoke will result in proper firing methods 
which will reduce the waste of fuel. The demand should ‘be to 
stop hand-firing of boiler furnaces and other furnaces where 
capacity is beyond the reserve capacity of the equipment. 


Instruments Required for Burning Coal 
Without the aid of recording or indicating instruments it is not 
feasible to apply measures of economy. While an experienced 
fireman can approximate the conditions of a fire by looking into 
the furnace it is impossible for the average man to do so. The

following instruments should be installed and backed up by in- 
telligent. supervision and a definite plan of records: 

a. Draft gauge, indicating the draft in the furnace above the 
fuel bed; generally a gauge indicating 1%-inch water column 
pressure. 

b. Draft gauge, indicating the draft at boiler side of the flue 
damper; generally a gauge indicating 2-inch water column 
pressure, 


c. Steam flow meier for individual boilers. The indicating type 
of meter is preferable due to simplicity. 

Additional instruments, such as recording flow meters, recording 
pyrometers, etc., may be of advantage dependent upon plant organi- 
zation, size of plant, and operating conditions in general, 

Importance of High CO, 

The principle of complete combustion of coal is CO, The 
percentage in flue gases is a guide as to how efficiently coal is 
being burned. Under ordinary conditions, with 6 per cent CO,,

40 per cent of the fuel is lost. Ten per cent CO,, 12 per cent CO 
should be obtained for the minimum fuel loss. 


Loss Due to Coal in Ash 
A very common source of loss is high percentage of carbon in 
the ash. Extreme care should be exercised with hand-fired and 
stoker-fired furnaces to reduce the carbon in the ash to a minimum. 


Exhaust Steam 

If exhaust steam is wasted, coal is being wasted. Use all ex- 
haust steam whenever possible. If very much is being wasted 
there may be something wrong and it would be advisable to obtain 
engineering assistance. 

Clogging of Grates 

In hand-firing and many forms of mechanical stoker faulty 
operation is due to air spaces in the grates being clogged. A 
systematic method should be used to overcome this difficulty by 
keeping the air spaces clean. 


Baffling of Boilers 
Baffles. are installed for the purpose of deflecting the gases over 
the entire heating surface of the boiler. They should be inspected 
at intervals, as leaking or broken baffles will allow the gases to 
short circuit to the stack, resulting in high flue gas temperature and 
consequent loss in coal. 


Coal Waste Due to Air Leakage in Boiler Setting 
Air leakages are common occurrences in boiler settings on ac- 
count of expansion and contraction of the brickwork. Coal is 
burned to heat this cold air drawn into the setting. Inspection of 
setting should be made occasionally with a lighted candle, the flame 
of which, due to draft will show places where such leakage exists. 
Certain compounds are available in the market, which, when ap- 
plied to the setting, due to their elastic and adhesive qualities, will 
expand and contract with the setting and prevent air leakage. 

Painting with some good grade of asphalt is often of benefit.

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THE COAL SAVING PROBLEM

Installation of Stokers 

The days of hand-firing are numbered. The great variety of 
mechanical stokers put on the market the last few years provides 
a stoker adapted to almost any coal and almost any size or number 
of boilers. There is every physical and labor reason why the com- 
mercially unavoidable waste of coal by hand-firing should cease. 
Firemen, therefore, should visit stoker-fired plants and study the 
construction and operation of the many types of stokers. Ask 
your employers to send for the various stoker catalogs and give 
them to you. 

Don’t Fail to 

1. Keep the heating surfaces of the boilers free from soot, scale 
and oil. 

2. See that the baffling is in good condition and that the gases 
follow the proper path. 

3. Be sure that the boiler settings are tight and free from air 
leaks. 

4. Keep the fires level and free from holes. 

5. Use the dampers to regulate the draft. 

6. Do not carry the fires so thin or have so much draft as to 
draw a lot of excess air through. 

7. Do not carry the fires so thick or cut down the draft so much 
as to have incomplete combustion of the coal. 

8. Do not soak the coal with water before firing. 

9. Be sure the blow off valves do not leak. 

10. Do not have the safety valve popping off continually. 

11, Minimize radiation losses by covering steam pipes. 

12. Do not allow the waste of steam through leaky traps, valves, 
etc. 

13. Never use live steam where exhaust is available and can be 
used as well. 


Loss Due to Scale Formation in Boiler Tubes 

Scale formation, be it on the inside or outside of a boiler tube, 
will decrease the heat transfer to the water contained in the 
boiler, and a large percentage of the coal will be lost, due to the 
fact that the flue gases will leave the boiler at an excessive tem- 
perature. The proper cleaning of tubes, therefore, becomes ot 
paramount importance, especially where impure feed water has 
to be used and the boilers are operated at relatively high ratings. 

Boilers should be cleaned internally at predetermined intervals ; 
generally, frequent turbining of the three rows of tubes nearest 
the fire is sufficient, with a thorough cleaning of the entire boiler, 
at longer intervals. 

Loss Due to Soot Formation 

Boiler tubes should be blown externally once every eight hours 
when boilers are in continuous service. Many satisfactory makes 
of soot blowers are on the market for this purpose. 

With certain kind of coals the lower rows of tubes are liable 
to be coated with a clinker formation due to fusing of fine ash 
which is carried with the gases at relatively high gas velocities. 
This formation must, in most instances, be removed by scraping 
of the tubes; blowing with steam at frequent intervals will reduce 
the time interval between scraping periods. It is important that 
this point receives attention, as otherwise the formation mentioned 
will obstruct the gas passageway through the tubes. The furnace 
draft will be impaired and prevent relatively high boiler ratings 
from being maintained. 

Flues and Breechings 

Smoke flues should be made as short and direct as possible; all 
turns should be avoided, and whenever these are found necessary 
they should be of the largest radius permissible. Bends or turns 
offer great resistance to the passage of the gases and cut down the 
draft appreciably. 


30) 


Flues shouid be made airtight and all joints and connections 
should be well fitted, caulked and riveted to prevent the leakage 
ot the air. 

Too much attention can hardly be paid to this point, since 
many small leakages distributed over the area of a long flue 
will greatly impair the draft. 

A common source of air leakage is the improper firing of clean- 
out doors. Asbestos. gaskets should be used, and it is advisable 
to pack the joint between frames and doors with asbestos wool 
each time the doors have been used. 


Damper Control 
The control of the flue dampers for each individual boiler 
should be located at the front of the boiler setting so that quick 


and easy adjustment can be made for variation in loads. Damper 


eperating mechanism poorly arranged or located in the rear of 
the boiler setting is very seldom adjusted by the firemen. 


Size of Coal 
The size of coal has a considerable bearing on the relative 
capacities and efficiencies obtainable from a boiler. The air 
pressure penetrates the fuel bed formed by the coarse coal easier 
than the fuel bed formed by the finer coal, resulting in disturbance 
of the best furnace conditions. 


Americans Interested in Brazilian Paper Markets 

American concerns are awake to the importance of Brazil as a 
market for paper and have had a large part in supplying that 
market since the war started, but according to a report just issued 
by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, Department 
of Commerce, the future of this trade will depend largely upon 
manufacturing conditions in Europe after peace is made. Price 
and service will be as important in. the future as in the past, and 
if European manufacturers can undersell their American com- 
petitors and transportation facilities from those countries are as 
good as those existing before the war, there is no doubt that they 
will regain much of their business. 

Brazil's paper imports amounted to more than seven million 
dollars before the war, of which the American share was only 
about a half million. Germany was the principal source of supply 
and furnished about two and a half millions annually. 

Since then the American share has increased to considerably 
more than two million. 

Within the last two years, says Robert S. Barrett, author of the 
Government’s report, an American firm has opened a branch in Rio 
de Janeiro, where stocks of paper, stationery and printing supplies 
are carried. This concern has an agency in Sao Paulo and covers 
the northern States by means of salesmen. Two other American 
companies which have had a satisfactory business since the be- 
ginning of the war are planning extension of their operations. 
A large commission house has established branches in the principal 
cities and is looking forward to a more active participation in the 
paper trade. In general, the paper consumers of Brazil seem 
pleased with the manner in which their business has been handled 
by the American dealers and manufacturers during the trying 
period of the war. 

The best methods of entering the market and carrying on a 
business in paper, paper products and printing machinery are taken 
up in detail in the Government’s report, which is entitled “Braziliam 
Markets for Paper, Paper Products, and Printing Machinery,’ 
Special Agents’ Series No. 171, and is sold at the nominal price of 
10 cents by the Superintendent of Documents, Government Print- 
ing Office, Washington, D. C., and by all district and co-operative 
offices of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce.

Donnelley, Chief of the Pulp and Paper Division of the War 


interesting suggestion by 
Industries Board, providing for an American decimal system of 
weights for paper, is printed elsewhere in this issue of the PAPER 
TRADE JouURNAL. Mr. Donnelley, as is well known, has for a long 
number of years been prominently connected with the printing 
business and some of the men associated with him are thoroughly 
experienced in the distribution and manufacture of paper. 

It may therefore be assumed that this new system has not 
been recommended without considering just how it is likely to 
affect everyone who makes, sells, buys or otherwise handles 
paper. 

The scheme is so comparatively simple and apparently meets 
all of the requirements of paper merchandizing so much more 
advantageously than the present method that it undoubtedly will 
commend itself immediately to many enterprising men in the 
paper business who will be glad to do all they can to influence 
its early adoption. 

As the Paper and Pulp Division suggests, the present is an 
unusually favorable time to work for the inauguration of this 
The that 


methods of doing business were inefficient and wasteful. Many of 


new system. war has demonstrated many of our 
these inefficient methods have been uncovered in the paper busi- 
ness. Some of them, such,. for instance, as making unreasonable 
sizes and weights, have been discontinued through the agency of 
the War Industries Board, and it is to be hoped that the trade 
will permanently continue many of the reforms that the war 
has demonstrated were necessary to carry on the industry at the 
highest level of efficiency. Recognition, however, also should 
be taken of other reforms which the War Industries Board was 
not warranted in arbitrarily ordering, but which its careful ob- 
lead it to believe advisable. Among 


servations of conditions 


these is the American decimal system of weights for paper. 

The system undoubtedly has some disadvantages but they are 
not important and they are greatly outweighed by the advantages 
of the new system. 

If our memory serves us correctly it took some five years after 
the proposition was first seriously considered to have bonds and 
linens, flat writing and ledger paper made to substance numbers. 
The American decimal system’ of weights for paper, judging from 
the present outlook, will not for so long a period be delayed be- 
fore its adoption. 

Paper makers, paper jobbers, printers and others who will be 
affected by the idea should not fail to read the description of the 
system in this issue amd they should not hesitate to express their 
views for or against it, so that the sentiment of the trade on the 
proposition may be ascertained as soon as possible. 


Paper tndustry’s Hearty Response

Industry of the Rainbow Division subscribed to Liberty Bonds 
during the Fourth campaign to the amount of $4,749,150.

This cannot fail to be pleasant 
news tormen in every line of business. 

In reviewing the situation the National City Bank of New York 
expresses this optimistic view regarding the conditions confronting 
the country: 

“It is not possible to doubt that a great period of prosperity 
awaits the country as soon as the readjustments to a peace basis 
are made, and in our opinion the required adjustments are not 
such as to occasion alarm. The situation in inherently strong. 
Stocks of goods of all kinds are low all over the world, and people 
have been economizing in purchases until their needs are pressing. 
This country could have had a great foreign trade during the past 
year despite high prices but for the embargoes and shortage of 
shipping. Construction and repair work is behind. Germany, the 
greatest steel exporter before the war, has exported none for four 
years. Belgium and France, also exporters of steel, have sold 
none in the same time, and England’s sales have been greatly re- 
duced. These arrearages naturally must be made up. In the 
past the consumption of steel was always rapidly increasing, and 
it may be expected to increase even more rapidly in the future. 
The demands of Europe upon the European supply will be so 
great that the other world markets will have to look largely to the 
United States for early attention. Furthermore, this country’s ca- 
pacity to absorb iron and steel is very great, and there is unques- 
tionably a heavy domestic demand in waiting. The one question 
which cannot be definitely answered is as to what prices must be 


made to bring this demand forward promptly. 
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“During the past year costs and prices have been, onjal\rising 
scale, constantly absorbing’‘more capital or credit,” the battk de- 
clares, “but from now on there will be at least moderate recessions 
in both industrial activity and the prices of commodities, with the 
result that less bank credit will be requred The test of 
a country’s capacity to recover from the war and to regain, a 
state of prosperity is in its ability to produce a flow of goods for 
trade, and to supply the wants of the population. It is not a ques- 
tion of how much money has been expended on the war or the 
size of the country’s national debt. It is a question of production: 
If the facilities of production and distribution are as great as ever 
there is no real obstacle in the way of prosperity.”

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DEMAND SLACKENING OFF 
IS REPORT FROM TORONTO 


It Is Generally Felt, However, That a Curtailment of Buying 
Is the General Condition at the End of the Year— 
Operating Conditions of the Mills Are Greatly Improving 
—British Paper Manufacturers, Whose Connections 
With Canada Were Severed by the War, Are Reported 
to Be Getting Into Touch Again With Their Old Cus- 


tomers With View to Renewing Connections. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ontario, December 2, 1918.—With .the opening of 
December there are indications that business in pulp and paper 
lines is beginning to slacken off somewhat. To a few paper men 
the decline is regarded with a certain amount of apprehension 
because it is feared that it may portend a general slump. However, 
it is being generally recalled that a curtailment of buying is the 
normal condition at the year-end, The trade generally are en- 
gaged in stock-taking and are deferring all but the most pressing 
orders until after the first of the year. The consensus of opinion 
is that there will be no cause of complaint on the score of lack of 
orders after the New Year. In fact, the outlook is regarded as 
exceedingly favorable. 


Labor Supply Steadily Improves 

Operating conditions at the mills are greatly improved. The 
effect of the influenza epidemic is over and, with the closing-down 
of the munition plants, the supply of labor is steadily increasing. 
In the envelope and paper box factories, which are very busy at 
present, the cessation of munition production has been decidedly 
beneficial, plenty of help, both male and female, being now avail- 
able. There is a disposition among some work people who have 
been earning abnormal wages to object to the scale of pay in the 
paper industry, but it is believed that necessity will soon persuade 
these people to accept current wages. The improvement in the 
labor situation is also helping in other ways. Transportation con- 
ditions are better and shipments are now going forward with 
greater despatch. 

British Feeling Out the Market 

British paper manufacturers whose connections with Canada 
were severed by the war, are reported to be again getting into 
touch with their old customers with a view to renewing the 
business. The overtures have come by mail, it being impossible as 
yet for travellers to get over. To what extent Canadian purchas- 
ers of the fine book and writing papers which were formerly 
imported from England, will be prepared to place orders for these 
lines with British mills is doubtful. The war has made Canada 
‘more self-sufficient and Canadian mills have been producing lines 
that are pretty close in quality to the British-made article. Also 
this gospel of buying at home has been preached pretty vigorously. 
From this one would infer that it will be no easy task for the 
British paper manufacturer to reestablish himself in the field. 
At the moment there are practically no salesmen from the United 
States canvassing for business in Canada. 


Board Mills Extend Quotations 

The board mills have just issued a circular to their customers 
advising that they have extended their quotations from January 1 
to March 31, 1919, as at present. That is to say, strawboard and 
chipboard are continued at $75; chipboard (vat-lined on one side), 
$80; newsboard, $80; and filled woodboard, $83. These prices are 
for carload lots, f.o.b. mill, with a carload freight allowance to 
point of destination but not exceeding 25 cents per 100 and subject 
to the usual trade customs. 

The. only other price change recently has been on pure vegetable 


parchment, which has been advanced from 19 cents to 24 cents for 
forty-pound stock. There is talk of another increase on toilets 
and tissues, production of which is away behind, but otherwise the 
markets are unchanged. 


Want Action on Paper Mill Projects 

In February, 1916, there was awarded by the Ontario Govern- 
ment to Sam Marks of Nipigon, Ontario, the Black Sturgeon River 
limit, consisting of 1,000 square miles of timber land in Northern 
Ontario, and in December, 1916, there was awarded to J. J. Car- 
rick, Port Arthur, the Pic River limit, consisting of 1,400 square 
miles. The successful bidders were, under the terms of the 
contract in each case, to erect pulp mills on the concessions of 100 
tons capacity, within three years of the award. So far nothing 
has been done in the way of construction on either claim. In the 
meantime, the Port Arthur Pulp & Paper Company, as explained 
by its manager, A. G. Pounsford, at a recent meeting of the Port 
Arthur Board of Trade, is unwilling to undertake any extensions 
to its plant until the availability of the Black Sturgeon limits js 
determined, since these limits were preferred to all others. The 
Port Arthur people dre anxious, now that the war is over, to 
see these various projects proceeded with, and a resolution was 
passed to the effect that the industrial committees of the city 
council and the board of trade should approach Mr. Carrick and 
obtain information as to the exact position that he is in with 
respect to the erection of his proposed mill. 


Paper Mill Developments 

The Bathurst Lumber Company, which is in readiness to start 
operations at the former plant of the Houpt Paper Mills, East 
Camden, Ontario, will produce wrapping paper. It has arranged 
for an outlet for all it manufactures through a jobbing house. At 
the pulp mill at Bathurst, N. B., conditions are satisfactory. There 
is enough pulp wood on hand to last through the season, while the 
company have sufficient orders to absorb their entire output of 
unbleached sulphite and kraft pulp. 

It is expected that the third digester at the mill of the Mattagami 
Pulp & Paper Company, at Smooth Rock Falls, Ontario, which has 
been in process of installation for some time past, will be ready 
for operation at the first of the year. This will raise the capacity 
of the plant to 150 tons of sulphite pulp per day. The capacity of 
the rossing plant is being increased by the addition of two Amer- 
ican barking drums, 10x30 feet, which have just been received, 
and a large brick storage and shipping shed is being erected. 


General Trade Notes 

A change in the personnel of the management of Paper Sales, 
Limited, Toronto, a company which represents a number of 
United States and Canada mills, is announced. Robert Rolland, 
who has been associated with the company since its inception, has 
resigned the presidency, being succeeded by John Hewitt, Jr. 
formerly vice-president and secretary. T. J. Allen succeeds Mr. 
Hewitt and H. L. Hurd becomes treasurer. 

Supplementary letters patent have been issued increasing the 
authorized capital stock of the Beaver Board Company, Limited, 
who operate a rossing mill at Charlton, Ontario, and a beaver 
board plant at Thorold, Ontario, from $50,000 to $1,000,000. Four 
thousand, five hundred shares of common and 5,000 shares of pre- 
ferred stock are created. 

The Pulp & Paper Magazine of Canada states that it is advised 
on good authority that paper manufacturing machines are to be 
made in Canada. “In fact, the first order has been secured, and 
work has begun. Details cannot be announced at this time, but 
a well known designer of paper machinery from the States is in 
charge of this work which will form a new department of what is 
probably the largest and best equipped foundry and machine shop 
in Canada. 

N. L. Martin, secretary of the Canadian Paper Trade Associa- 
tion, expects to go to New York shortly to confer with officials 
of the National Paper Trade Association.

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New York Market Review 


Orrice or Tme Paper Traps JourNnat, 
Wepnespay, December 4, 1918. 


The paper market in New York continues extremely quiet. 
Sellers are somewhat easier in their views than they have been, 
but not sufficiently so to cause any interest in the market. Mill 
men are not inclined to be foolishly depressed in their views and 
under these circumstances it is believed that the situation will 
soon clear up, with the market generally in a better position than 
it was believed it would occupy soon after hostilities in Europe 
ceased. 

As has been the case for a number of weeks past, news print 
is practically the only variety of paper the demand for which 
has not suffered a very noticeable setback as a result of the 
armistice. Although some of the publishers are believed to be 
well supplied against their future needs, others certainly are 
not, and as a consequence news print is still insistently sought. 

Fine papers of practically all descriptions are extremely quiet. 
Dealers appear to have on hand a sufficient stock to meet: all 
their current needs, and, doubtless in view of this fact, seem to 
be little concerned about the market. Mill agents admit that 
business is dull, but state that quotations that have been printed 
for some time past are being maintained. 

Book papers also are dull. Quotations, however, are continued 
on the same basis as in the past. 

The demand for boards is listless with prices nominally about 
the same as during some weeks past. The demand for wrappings 
also is extremely slow with the tendency of the market obviously 
weaker than it has been, although quotations by the principal 
mills“have not as yet been changed. The current demand for 
tisswés continues slew. 


Ground Wood 


The demand for ground wood is reported improved this week, 
with the views of sellers rather higher than they have been. In 
consequence of this it has been necessary to raise quotations to 
$31.00@$35.00 per ton. This probably means that the large stocks 
of ground wood which have been.on hand for some time are 
being depleted. Judging from the price of pulp wood, it has long 
been apparent that prices for pulp must advance as soon as the 
large supplies on hand have been consumed. 


Chemical Pulp 


The improvement in the market for ground wood has not 
extended to the market for chemical pulp. Demand here is quiet 
and prices, while not changed as far as the quotations are con- 
cerned, are easy. Consumers still seem to have on hand all the 
supplies they require for their immediate needs, and judging from 
the present aspects of things there is not likely to be any material 
change while this condition of the market continues. 

Rags 

The rag market has continued to manifest an easier tendency. 
Sales are reported at surprisingly low levels, but naturally not 
all of these can be verified. In spite of the more favorable price 
situation so far as the buyer is concerned demand, however, has 
continued slow and dealers are not inclined to look for any 
resumption. of business while this condition continues. 


»¢ Waste Paper 


Demand for practically all varieties of waste paper has been 
slow, and. prices have reflected this condition of the market by 
signs of additional weakness. Most mills seem to have on hand 
a sufficient quantity of stocks for their immediate needs and are 
dispdsed to be interested in the market only for small requirements. 


Old Bagging 
The: demand: for bagging of all descriptions has continued of a 


very restricted character. Mills apparently were caught with 
goodly supplies when the Government restrictions regarding the 
use of bleach by paper manufacturers went into effect, and seem- 
ingly they have not as yet been able to work down these stocks 
sufficiently. to need to replenish them. At .any rate, they are 
showing no interest in the situation although dealers claim that 
the market at its present status favors the seller. 
Twine 

Prices for twine are firm with spot supplies scarce. Dealers 
concerned about the material situation and _ this 
naturally tends to emphasize the firm condition of the market, 
The labor situation is expected to improve shortly now, but this 
betterment in the manufacturing situation is not expected to have 
any influence on prices.

Better Facilities for Making Coty Bag Machines 


WatTerTOWN, N. Y., December 2, 1918—The Watertown 
Engine & Machine Company, with present shops at 200 Mill 
street, this city, has just purchased new quarters which will 
afford opportunity for expansion in the regular business and the 
manufacture of the Coty Bag machine just placed on the market. 
It is expected now that this concern will spread its field and be 
able to supply the demand for these machines to 
countries. 

Last week the tactory building in West Main street, formerly 
occupied by -the Eager Electric Company, was sold at mortgage 
foreclosure sale. Robert E. Cahill, head of the Watertown Engine 
& Machine Company, bid the plant in at $4,050. A part of the 
business of the company will be immediately transferred to the 
new plant, while the repairing of boilers and engines will con- 
tinue at the old shops until the first of the new year. 

A few months ago this concern manufactured the first Coty 
Bag Machine which was sold to The Raymond Bag Company, 
of Middletown, Ohio. It proved to be a decided success, and 
since that time a demand for this machine has developed. A 
contract awaits signing at the local office with a concern in Eng- 
land that would take the agency for the machine in the British 
Isles. Another Norway concern that handles the Harmon Screen 
would also become agents for the machine in that territory. As 
soon as production facilities are available in this new plant it is 
expected that contracts will be closed for the sale of many bag 
machines of this new invention type.

Lessner Paper Stock Co. Burns 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

HAMILTON, Ohio, November 30, 1918.—A disastrous fire occurred 
last night in Hamilton when the five-story brick building of the 
Lessner Paper Stock Company, at South Front and Wood streets, 
was gutted, causing a loss of approximately $20,000. 

The fire is believed-to have originated in the picking room 
where it was thought that a fire, started during the afternoon by 
employees to keep warm, had been entirely extinguished at the 
close of the working day. The Lessner Paper Stock Company 
has had a busy period and large quantities of material were 
stored in the building. The loss on manufactured waste and 
shoddy, exclusive of rags in stock, is given at $6,000; that on 
the building as $8,000, and on machinery, $6,000. 
the loss is fully covered by insurance. 

The adjoining three-story building of the H. G. Weeks Manu- 
facturing Company was damaged to the extent of $3,000, while 
the loss on sterilizers and thermometers and machinery will be 
$20,000. For a time the blaze assumed threatening proportions 
and the entire department was summoned to the scene to protect 
surrounding property.
